And'the Inftructions for a gene- 
ral Maffacre were dated the 11th of the fame Month at 
London, which was hardly time enough to know whe- 
ther they had taken the Oaths or not. But thirdly, Here 
is no room eft to furm'fe that K.W. did not know it; 
becaufe Secretary Dalrymple, in his Letter to Sir Tho- 


- mas Livinglton, befote quoted, which is dated at Lon- 


don the 9th of Janaury 1691*2; tells him, that they had 
an Account that Glenco had taken. the Oaths at Invera- 
ry; which was the Place where he did take them, as is 
‘told in the foregoing Narrative. « And he tells Sir Tho- 
mis, in the fame Letter; * I have been with the King.

true, his Letter of the 11th, which went with the In- 
ftrudtions, fays, That Argyle told him Glenco had not 
taken the Oaths. But this was no more than Heaifay, 
and it was not true. For Glenco had taken the Oaths 
before that time, according to the Account which the 
Secretary owned was fent to him; and Argyle wasan 
Enemy to Glenco, as appears by what is above quoted 
out of the Letter 7. But this Saying of Argyle to the 
Secretary in London, could not be of Argyle’s own 
Knowledge. And one would think that the Secretary 
of State fhould have as good Intelligence as he, 

But, to make the mott of it, this. could-amouwnt to no 
more than a Doubt; and to fufpend his farther Refoluti- 
on, till he might have the Certainty from Scotland ; but 
they did nor flay for this; for the particular Inttrutions 
to maflacre Glenco, bore Date the 16th of January 
1691-2. Betwixt which time and the 11th, when Argyle 
told the Secretary as above, they could not fend ‘toScot- 
land, and have an Aufwer back. Now thefe Inftrudéti- 
ons of the 16th were no way conditional; to cut off 
Glenco if he had not taken the Oaths ; but pofitive, and 
without more ado. When it is certain that K. W. muft, 
at leaft, doubt whether he had taken the Oaths, or not ; 
but it is apparent that Colonel Hill, who had given Glenco 
his Proteétion, and to whom Glenco came to take the 
Oaths, I fay it is certain that he, and the other Officers 
there upon the Place, knew very well that Glenco had 
t:ken the Oaths and fubmitted to the Government. Thofe 
Officers whom he received into his Houfe, and quartered 
their Soldiers among his Tenants, upon his laying down 
his Arms; thefe mutt know that he had fubmitted. But 
if notwithflanding they muft obey their Orders (as they 
did) if it be not permitted to Officers, fo much as re- 
feribere, to acquaint the King with any Miftake that may 
be in his Orders; but to execute them blindfold, and 
without asking Qucitions, then let me ly out of the 
Reach of a Soldier. 

The Resder muft likewife know, that none of thefe 
forcfaid InftraGions were communicated. to the Privy 
Council of Scotland ; to whom by the Conftitution of 
‘that Kingdom, and continual Cuftom, all the King’s Or- 
ders are dire&ted. They knew nothing of this Matter, it 
was contrived to be carried in fach a Manner, as not to 
be prevented. And when Gallierus his Thirft of Blood 
is once fatisfied, then let Slaves grumble and make En- 
quiry! We know how to manage them. Jobnfton hath 
undertaken it ; nay he hath done it. Done it! More ef- 
regs than ever was heard, or I believe, imagined, in 
thefe Nations, before this happy Revolution: For here 
is'a Precedent made, and that by P——t, that the King 
may fend his Guards, and cut any Man’s Throat in the 
Nation in cold Blood; nay, he may maffacre the whole 
P—t, as they are there fitting, by the Rule that they 
have given; that is, to acquit Livingfton and Hill; and 
to juftify them for purfuing the King’s Orders to maffacre 
a whole Clan, which is no more juft, or Law, than to 
maffacre a P—_—t. 

Let us banter the World, or ourfelves no more with 
Liberty and Laws! And when P——ts can be brought 
to approve and juftify all this - Well! Johnfton! 
thou haft managed nobly. Thou art fit to ferve a Mo- 
narch! But not unlefs you bring your Monarch cleverly 
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off in th's Bufinefs; for what if you place it upon Dal- 
ryinpic; and if Dalrymple fthould be hanged for daring 
to fend fuch an Order, thc ugh ke refufed to counter-lign 
jt, what wil] become of h:m, who both figned it, and 
counter: figned it, and commanded it tobe fine?
